The reply filed on 2/27/2009 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): The amendment filed on 2/27/2009 has changed the scoped the scope of the invention elected on 12/04/2006 in response to 
the restriction requirement of 1 1/27/2006. For example, in the response filed on 12/04/2006 to the restriction requirement of 
1 1/27/2006, Applicants elected a nucleic acid molecule comprising cDNA of a zyxin gene, fragment thereof or a complementary 
sequence. However, the amendment presented 2/27/2009 only recites claims limited to dolastatin 1 1, which is non-elected invention, 
e.g, a cyclic peptide. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona Jkk\ applicant is given ONE (1)
